bis term as President of the United 
States he will take a trip around the

ready plans are being made to ten- 
der him an extraordinary series of re- 
ceptions . 


It is added that arrangements are 


on foot to entertain him as a guest 
of honor at a royal international din- 
ner at The Hague.
